FREE  DISTRIBUTION 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  restrict  the  free  dis- 
tribution of  the  Department's  publications  as  the  edi- 
tions are  so  limited  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  a  com- 
plete supply  in  stock  at  all  times.  One  copy  each  of 
any  10  nontechnical  publications  may  be  sent  free 
when  requested  unless  the  free  supply  is  exhausted. 
Publications  in  excess  of  10  may  be  purchased.  The 
price  of  each  publication  is  given  for  convenience  in 
purchasing.  All  publications  marked  with  an  asterisk 
(*)  are  for  sale  only.     See  How  to  Order,  page  2. 

Although  the  Department  is  unable  to  supply  its 
publications  free  in  quantities  for  use  as  textbooks, 
many  of  the  publications  listed  on  the  following  pages 
are  of  distinct  educational  value  to  teachers  and  to 
students  above  the  grammar  grades. 

CONGRESSIONAL  DISTRIBUTION 

If  quantities  of  Farmers  Bulletins  are  desired,  it  is 
often  possible  to  obtain  them  free  by  applying  to  a 
Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  as  four-fifths  of 
the  editions  are  allotted  to  Members  of  Congress  for 
such  distribution  as  they  wish  to  make. 

SALES  DISTRIBUTION 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  does 
not  sell  publications.  However,  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  empowered  by  law  to  have  printed  for  sale  any 
publication  for  which  there  is  a  demand  that  cannot  be 
filled  by  the  Department.

NATURE  AND  SCOPE  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

Following  is  a  brief  description  of  the  kinds  of 
publications  issued. 

CIRCULARS 

Circulars  are  semitechnical  papers  describing  meth- 
ods,   equipment,    and    observations   necessary    for   the 
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control  of  diseases,  insects,  and  parasites  of  plants  and 
animals  as  well  as  the  culture  and  marketing  of  crops, 
including  any  new  varieties  that  are  developed. 

FARMERS'  BULLETINS 

Farmers'  Bulletins  are  publications  covering  a  wide 
range  of  subjects  of  interest  primarily  to  farmers,  home- 
makers,  or  gardeners.  These  publications  are  written 
in  popular  language  and  usually  contain  a  number  of 
pictures  illustrating  the  methods  discussed. 

LEAFLETS 

Leaflets  carry  popular  material  of  the  same  general 
character  as  the  Farmers'  Bulletin  series  except  that 
they  are  briefer  and  more  specific,  being  limited  to 
eight  pages  in  length. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PUBLICATIONS 

Miscellaneous  Publications  include  both  technical 
and  nontechnical  material  which  is  not  included  in  the 
other  series  because  the  publications  are  not  of  regula- 
tion size  or  because  the  subject  matter  is  of  only  tem- 
porary interest  to  the  public.  This  series  was  formerly 
called  the  Miscellaneous  Circular  series.  It  ended  with 
No.  110. 

NORTH  AMERICAN  FAUNA 

This  is  a  technical  series  devoted  principally  to  revi- 
sions of  genera  of  vertebrate  wildlife  and  to  biological 
surveys  of  States  and  other  major  areas.  These  pub- 
lications are  of  interest  chiefly  to  professional  biologists. 

NOTICES  OF  JUDGMENT 

Notices  of  judgment  give  the  essential  facts  of  seizure 
and  prosecution  cases  brought  under  the  Food,  Drug, 
and  Cosmetic  Act.  Notices  are  not  issued  at  specific 
intervals,  but  are  published  in  groups,  according  to 
subject  matter,  after  the  termination  of  the  cases  in 
court.  Persons  wishing  to  receive  notices  of  judgment 
in  regard  to  foods,  drugs  and  devices,  or  cosmetics,  may 
have  their  names  placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  applica- 
tion to  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 

SERVICE  AND  REGULATORY  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Service  and  regulatory  announcements  consist  of 
notices  of  judgment,  decisions,  and  other  information 
needed  in  the  enforcement  of  regulatory  acts.  Requests 
for  them  should  be  made  to  the  bureau  concerned. 
They  are  issued  as  necessary  by  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Service,  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey,  the 
Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Indus- 
try, and  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration.  Distri- 
bution is  limited  to  public  officials  whose  duties  make 
it  necessary  for  them  to  have  such  information,  to 
journals  especially  concerned,  and  to  manufacturers 
and  firms  whose  business  is  affected  by  the  announce- 
ments. 


For  information  on  obtaining  publications  free  and  for  sale,  sec  p.  2, 
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The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  issues  one  announce- 
ment monthly  for  the  dissemination  of  information, 
instructions,  rulings,  etc.,  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Bureau.  This  announcement  also  contains  statistical 
information  on  meat  inspection  and  the  administration 
of  livestock  laws.  Free  distribution  is  for  official  use 
only.  The  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government 
Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  carries  a  subscrip- 
tion list  at  250  a  year,  domestic,  and  600  a  year,  foreign. 
Single  issues  sell  for  50  a  copy. 

The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine 
issues  an  announcement  quarterly.  The  important 
announcements  published  during  the  3  months  are 
reproduced  in  the  quarterly  announcement.  They  are 
not  for  sale. 

SOIL  SURVEYS 

Soil  Survey  reports  consist  of  two  parts:  (1)  A 
printed  report,  containing  brief  descriptions  of  the  area, 
its  climate  and  agricultural  practices,  and  a  detailed 
description  of  the  soils;  (2)  a  colored  map  showing  the 
extent  and  distribution  of  the  different  soils  in  the  area 
surveyed. 

STATISTICAL  BULLETINS 

Statistical  Bulletins  consist  mainly  of  tables  giving 
statistics  on  one  or  more  closely  related  agricultural 
commodities.  They  also  include,  insofar  as  possible, 
statistics  of  production,  movement  from  the  farm, 
receipts  at  principal  markets,  reshipments,  farm  and 
market  prices,  exports  and  imports,  production  in 
foreign  countries,  and  foreign-market  prices.  They  are 
of  interest  to  persons  actually  engaged  in  agricultural 
work,  particularly  marketing,  or  any  business  affected 
by  agricultural  production  and  marketing. 

TECHNICAL  BULLETINS 

The  results  of  the  scientific  and  research  work  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  frequently  in 
cooperation  with  State  experiment  stations  and  agri- 
cultural colleges,  are  printed  in  the  Technical  Bulletin 
series,  which  is  intended  for  distribution  chiefly  to 
scientists  and  specialists  concerned.  In  most  cases  a 
comparatively  small  edition  is  printed,  and  only  a 
limited  number  of  copies  are  available  for  free  distribu- 
tion. Formerly  these  publications  were  called  the 
Department  Bulletin  series,  which  ended  with  No.  1500. 

YEARBOOKS 

For  several  years  prior  to  1936  the  Yearbook  was 
made  up  of  detailed  agricultural  statistics  and  of  brief 
summaries  of  new  developments  in  agriculture.  Two 
separate  volumes  are  now  issued  each  year,  one  con- 
taining detailed  analytical  statistics  on  agriculture  and 
the  other  articles  on  current  agricultural  problems  and 
research  findings. 

The  1936  and  1937  Yearbooks  discuss  new  forms 
developed  through  plant  and  animal  breeding.  The 
1938   Yearbook,    "Soils  and    Men,"   discusses   the  soil

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problem  which  has  been  examined  from  every  possible 
angle  to  discover  man's  debt  and  duty  to  the  soil. 
The  1939  Yearbook,  ''Food  and  Life,"  is  devoted  to  hu- 
man and  animal  nutrition. 

INVENTORIES  OF  SEEDS  AND  PLANTS  IMPORTED 

This  series  is  a  record  of  new  or  little-known  seeds 
and  plants  procured  mostly  from  abroad  for  the  use  of 
the  Department,  State  experiment  stations,  and  for 
distribution  to  experimenters  in  appropriate  locations 
throughout  the  United  States  and  its  possessions. 
These  publications  are  intended  for  distribution  to  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations,  arboretums,  botanic 
gardens,  and  to  the  more  important  private  cooperators. 
There  are  four  issues  a  year,  each  covering  a  3-month 
period. 

PERIODICAL  PUBLICATIONS 

The  following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  periodicals 
issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  free  mailing  list  for  each  periodical  is  limited  to 
2,000  addresses  in  addition  to  Department  employees 
and  cooperators. 

If  an  individual  is  engaged  in  agricultural  work  and 
desires  to  receive  any  of  these  periodicals,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  him  to  furnish  a  description  of  the  nature 
of  his  work  with  his  application.  The  Department  will 
then  notify  him  whether  or  not  it  can  comply  with  his 
request.  If  his  work  is  not  of  such  a  character  as  to 
place  him  on  the  free  subscription  list,  he  may  become 
a  subscriber  by  sending  the  specified  sum  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

AGRICULTURAL  SITUATION 

The  Agricultural  Situation  is  a  24-  or  32-page  printed 
periodical  which  is  issued  the  first  week  of  each  month 
It  contains  very  brief  summaries  of  the  price  and  pro- 
duction situations  for  the  more  important  farm  prod- 
ucts and  a  limited  number  of  tables,  enabling  the  reader 
to  keep  up  to  date  on  the  current  agricultural  situation. 
Brief  articles  dealing  with  current  economic  problems  of 
agriculture  are  also  included.  This  publication  is 
designed  primarily  for  those  who  are  interested  in  fol- 
lowing the  general  agricultural  situation  from  a  non- 
technical standpoint.  Free  distribution  is  limited  to 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  State  agricultural  col- 
lege workers  and  cooperators,  agricultural  libraries,  and 
the  press.  Others  may  obtain  it  from  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  for  50  a  copy,  or  at  a  subscription  price 
of  50^  a  year,  domestic;  700  a  year,  foreign. 

CLIMATOLOGICAL  DATA 

Climatological  Data  contains  weather  statistics  from 
42  sections,  corresponding,  as  a  rule,  to  States;  issued 
monthly,  with  an  annual  summary.  One  section,  50  a 
month,  250  a  year;  all  42  sections,  400  a  month,  $5  a

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year,  including  the  annual  summary;  $7  a  year, 
foreign.  Annual  summary  for  the  42  sections,  500. 
Climatological  Data  for  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  West 
Indies  are  issued  monthly  and  in  an  annual  summary. 
One  section,  50  a  month,  250  a  year.  Separate  copies 
of  annual  summary,  50  per  section. 

CLIP  SHEET 

The  Clip  Sheet  is  made  up  of  short  articles  concern- 
ing the  work  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  application  of  new  ideas  and  dis- 
coveries in  the  fields  of  agriculture  and  science.  From 
four  to  six  stories,  varying  from  fillers  of  a  few  lines  to 
articles  of  200  to  300  words,  are  included  in  each  weekly 
issue.  This  publication  is  not  sent  to  individuals  other 
than  those  who  contribute  regularly  to  some  branch 
of  the  press.  Free  distribution  is  confined  to  writers, 
newspapers,  and  publishers  interested  in  agricultural 
information.  (No  subscription  list.)  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Office  of  Information, 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

CONSUMERS'  GUIDE 

The  Consumers'  Guide  is  an  illustrated  bulletin 
published  monthly  in  June,  July,  August,  and  Septem- 
ber, and  semi-monthly  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  It  contains  articles  and  data  designed  to  aid 
rural  and  urban  consumers  in  understanding  the  pur- 
poses and  operations  of  the  farm  programs;  to  report 
on  changes  in  prices  and  costs  of  farm  commodities;  to 
assist  consumers  in  making  wise  and  economical  pur- 
chases; to  acquaint  consumers  with  efforts  made  by 
individuals  and  groups  of  consumers  to  obtain  the 
greatest  possible  value  for  their  expenditures.  Sub- 
scription is  free  when  individually  requested  from  the 
Consumers'  Counsel  Division,  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration,  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Washington,  D.  C. 

CROPS  AND  MARKETS 

Crops  and  Markets,  a  printed  monthly  publication 
carries  the  monthly  crop  report,  and  market  statistics 
on  livestock,  meats,  wool,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
grain,  feed  and  seed,  and  cotton.  It  contains  prices 
received  by  farmers,  intentions-to-plant-and-breed  re- 
ports, and  special  material  of  a  marketing  and  eco- 
nomic nature.  Free  distribution  is  limited  by  Public 
Resolution  57  to  Department  employees,  staff  members 
of  agricultural  colleges,  cooperators,  agricultural  librar- 
ies, and  the  press.  It  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing 
Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  at  a  subscription  price  of  $1  a 
year,  domestic;  and  $1.50  a  year,  foreign. 

EXPERIMENT  STATION  RECORD 

Experiment  Station  Record  is  a  technical  review  of 
the  scientific  literature  pertaining  to  agriculture  and 
home  economics  which  gives  special  attention  to  the

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contributions  of  the  State  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tions and  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Two  volumes  a  year  are  issued,  each  consisting  of  six 
monthly  numbers  and  an  index  and  each  normally 
containing  about  3,500  abstracts  of  current  research  in 
the  various  divisions  of  these  subjects,  together  with 
brief  notes  on  the  progress  of  agricultural  education 
and  research  and  monthly  editorials  dealing  with  some 
phase  of  its  advancement. 

The  Record  is  particularly  designed  for  the  use  of 
research  workers,  teachers,  extension  specialists,  and 
others  desiring  to  keep  abreast  of  the  new  information 
in  the  various  fields  of  agriculture  and  home  economics, 
and  as  a  work  of  reference  for  ascertaining  the  status 
of  research  in  these  fields  since  it  began  publication  in 
1889. 

Free  distribution  is  restricted  mainly  to  workers 
in  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  and 
similar  institutions,  libraries,  and  exchanges.  Others 
may  subscribe  for  the  Record  through  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  at  the  domestic  rate  of  $1  per 
volume  (single  copies,  150  each),  or  foreign,  $1.75  per 
volume. 

In  addition  to  name  and  subject  indexes  included  in 
each  volume,  combined  subject  indexes  are  issued  at 
approximately  5-year  intervals.  Those  now  available 
from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  are  as  follows: 
Volumes  1-12,  500;  26-40,  750;  41-50,  $1.25;  51-60, 
600;  and  61-70,  750. 

EXTENSION  SERVICE  REVIEW 

The  Extension  Service  Review,  a  monthly  magazine 
issued  by  the  Extension  Service,  is  published  in  the 
interests  of  workers  and  cooperators  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  engaged  in  extension  activities.  It  con- 
tains official  statements  and  other  information  neces- 
sary to  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  is  issued 
free  to  them  by  law.  Others  may  obtain  copies  of  the 
Review  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Gov- 
ernment Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.,  by  sub- 
scription at  the  rate  of  750  a  year,  domestic  (single 
copies,  100  each),  and  $1.15  foreign.

JOURNAL  OF  AGRICULTURAL  RESEARCH 

The  Journal  of  Agricultural  Research  is  a  semi- 
monthly publication  containing  articles  on  technical 
agricultural  research  carried  on  by  the  United  States 
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Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  State  experiment 
stations,  or  both  cooperatively.  It  is  therefore  of 
primary  interest  only  to  agricultural  scientists  and 
advanced  students  of  agriculture.  Free  distribution  of 
the  Journal  is  limited  to  certain  libraries  and  to  insti- 
tutions or  departments  doing  research  work.  It  is 
offered  for  sale  at  the  following  prices:  Domestic,  $3.25 
a  year  (two  volumes)  or  150  a  number;  foreign,  $4.75 
a  year  (two  volumes)  or  200  a  number.  Each  article 
in  the  Journal  is  reprinted  as  a  "separate."  These 
reprints  or  separates  may  be  purchased  for  50  each  if 
ordered  in  advance  of  printing.  Anyone  who  so  de- 
sires may  have  his  name  placed  on  a  mailing  list  to 
receive  notice  of  the  issuance  of  articles  on  the  subjects 
in  which  he  is  interested.  Requests  to  be  placed  on 
this  list  should  specify  the  subjects  concerning  which 
the  applicant  wishes  to  keep  informed. 

LAND  POLICY  REVIEW 

The  Land  Policy  Review  is  a  bimonthly  publication 
devoted  to  agricultural  policy  and  land  use  planning.

RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION  NEWS 

The  Rural  Electrification  News  is  a  monthly  maga- 
zine issued  by  the  Rural  Electrification  Administra- 
tion. It  is  a  summary  of  rural  electrification  activities, 
both  public  and  private,  throughout  the  United  States. 
It  contains  feature  articles,  pictures,  technical  discus- 
sions, news  items,  and  seasonal  articles  on  the  use  of 
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electrical  farm  equipment.  Free  distribution  is  limited 
to  workers  in  the  Department  and  to  members  of  other 
Federal  and  State  agencies  active  in  the  field  of  rural 
electrification  as  well  as  to  libraries,  educational  insti- 
tutions, and  the  press.  Single  copies,  100  each;  sub-

SOIL  CONSERVATION

The  local  distribution  office  of  the 
Service  supplies  farmers  and  land  owners  within  the  surveyed  areas 
with  the  reports  and  maps  covering  their  farms.  Other  free  distribution 
is  restricted  to  Federal,  State  and  county  officials,  librarians,  or  educators 
in  the  surveyed  areas.
